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MAN UTD 1 SAINTS 1: Poch’s men battle 

LUTE GOAL IS 
REWARD FOR 


SAINTS scored a dramatic 
late equaliser to bag a 1-1 
draw at the home of 
Premier League champi¬ 
ons Manchester United. 

The Red Devils had taken a 
first half lead through Robin 
Van Persie and twice struck 
the woodwork as they looked 
to be heading for victory at Old 
Trafford. 

But spirited Saints, who 
started with Rickie Lambert 
on the bench, stuck at their 
task and were handed the 
reward for all their effort 
when captain Adam Lallana 
bagged a leveller from a 
scrambled corner on 88 min¬ 
utes. 

Saints set out their stall from 
the off, pressing United high 
up the pitch and in numbers. 

They created the first half 
chance too, on eight minutes, 
as Steven Davis flighted in a 
cross from the right. 

Jay Rodriguez rose above 
Rafael at the far post but the 
ball was just a little too high 
for him to control his header 
and it went over. However,

United’s attacking threat 
always looked impressive and 
that was underlined by Robin 
Van Persie coming very close 
with an outlandish lofted half 
volley with the outside of his 
boot that almost dropped into 
the far corner. 

He came even closer on 12 
minutes as Nani got in down 
the right and picked out the 
Dutchman 12 yards out but his 
low first time shot was fairly 
central and saved low down by 
Artur Boruc. 

The attempts kept on coming 
and this time it was Victor 
Wanyama trying his luck from 
20 yards out but dragging his 
shot wide of the near post. 

Dani Osvaldo was presented 
with a great chance for Saints 
on 24 minutes. 

Adam Lallana took advan¬ 


tage of a heavy touch from 
Wayne Rooney to rob him of 
the ball and quickly squared it 
to Osvaldo, who was 
unmarked just inside the area. 

The Italian had the freedom 
to take a first time shot, but 
couldn’t make a clean connec¬ 
tion and it allowed David De 
Gea to get down to his left to 
make a comfortable save. 

Saints were made to pay for 
that miss as United took the 
lead just two minutes later. 

Adnan Januzaj played a ball 
from the halfway that set 
Rooney clear in behind Jose 
Fonte, though replays suggest¬ 
ed that may have been because 
he was marginally offside. 

Boruc charged out of his goal 
to make a good save at the 
striker’s feet but the rebound 
was picked up by Van Persie.

Rickie Lambert was the shock 
omission from the Saints 
team to face Manchester 

United at Old Trafford. 

The striker was dropped to 
the bench in one of two 
changes by Mauricio 

Pochettino from the team that

had made it three Premier 
League wins on the spin 
against Swansea. 

Jay Rodriguez was drafted 
into the side in an attacking 
midfield role with Dani 

Osvaldo pushing forward as 
the lone striker. 

The other change saw the fit 
again Luke Shaw return to the 
left back role in place of 

Danny Fox. 

Artur Boruc started after 
doubts over his fitness. 



He sprinted past the keeper 
and fired in a shot that it 
looked like Dejan Lovren 
might be able to stop on the 
line but he had already com¬ 
mitted to slide in and could 
only watch as it agonisingly 
rolled past where he had just 
come from and into the net. 

It almost got even worse on 
28 minutes as Nani picked out 
Rooney on the penalty spot 
and he drove in effort that beat 
Boruc but not the crossbar and 
rebounded back out to safety. 

Lovren tried to level things 
again with a shot from 25 
yards but, though well struck, 
it was straight at De Gea. 

Morgan Schneiderlin became 
the first player in the book for 
bringing down Januzaj. 

Saints had a chance in first 
half stoppage time as 
Wanyama won a free kick on 
the right edge of the penalty 
area after being bundled over 
by a clumsy Van Persie chal¬ 
lenge, but Luke Shaw fired it 
straight into the wall and 
Saints went into the break 
trailing 1-0. 

There was a bright start to 
the second period from 
Pochettino’s men as they 
pinned United back. 

Lovren looped a header from 
Lallana’s corner goalwards, 
which appeared to be dropping 
just wide, but Van Persie 

headed clear from his posi¬ 
tion on the post to be sure. 
Januzaj was the first 
United player to receive a 
yellow card after chop¬ 
ping down Nathaniel 
Clyne. 

Saints brought on 
Lambert 11 minutes 
into the second half in 
place of Jay 
Rodriguez. He went 
straight down the 
middle with 
Osvlado playing 
in behind him. 

Wanyama was the 
next player booked, this time 
for a foul on Januzaj. 

Saints had to stand firm and 
rely on a little bit of luck too to 
keep United’s lead down to one 
on 62 minutes. 

Van Persie met Rooney’s cor¬ 
ner with a flicked header that 
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back to draw at Old Trafford

struck the bar before the ball 
was looped back in for Nani to 
head goalwards, but this time 
Boruc made the diving save at 
his near post. 

Moments later Boruc was in 
action again to block a fierce 25 
yard drive from Januzaj. 

Saints made a second change 
on 67 minutes, with James 
Ward-Prowse replacing Steven 
Davis. 

United followed that 
moments later with Ryan 
Giggs coming on for Nani. 

Lallana showed quick feet to 


skip inside Marouane Fellaini 
and quickly fire in a shot from 
just outside the area, but De 
Gea got down to his left to 
make a relatively comfortable 
save. 

Schneiderlin threatened to 
score a brilliant goal as he 
picked the ball up on the 
halfway line and beat four 
United players with a mazy 
run, but his shot from 20 yards 
was dragged well wide. 

United made a second switch 
on 76 minutes with Danny 
Welbeck replacing Fellaini.

Schneiderlin stopped Welbeck 
making an immediate impact 
with a wonderful last ditch 
sliding challenge when the 
United striker was all but 
clean through. 

Saints made their final 
change with seven minutes 
remaining, with Guly do Prado 
coming on for Wanyama as 
they tried to muster up an 
equalising goal. 

The chance to do just that 
came to Clyne as he was fed in 
by Lallana, but his shot was 
saved at the near post by De 
Gea. 

There was a late booking for 
Fonte and a final United sub¬ 
stitution as Chris Smalling 
replaced Rooney. 

But what came next was to 
send the noisy 6,000 travelling 
Saints fans into raptures. 

With just two minutes 
remaining Ward-Prowse 
whipped in an inswinging left 
wing corner that was turned 
goalwards inside the six yard 
box by a combination of Phil 



Jones and Lovren. 

It flicked off of Lallana, sta¬ 
tioned just a couple of yards 
out and directly in front of De 
Gea, and went in to make it 1-1. 

Lallana had half a chance of 
winning it at the end of five 
minutes stoppage time but his 
curling shot was saved by De 
Gea and it ended with a bril¬ 
liant point for Saints.

MAURI CIO Pochettino 
hailed his team’s bravery 
as they collected a memo¬ 
rable 1-1 draw against 
Manchester United at Old 
Trafford. 

Adam Lallana scored a 
late equaliser to hold 
David Moyes’ side and fur¬ 
ther underline that Saints’ 
place in the higher eche¬ 
lons of the Premier 
League table is no fluke. 
Robin Van Persie had 
given United a first half 
lead but Saints plugged 
away and got just reward 
for their efforts and those 
of their fans, whose sup¬ 
port was inspirational with 
their late leveller. 
Pochettino, pictured

THE wait for a win at Old 
Trafford might now extend 
to 26 years for Saints, but 
this was still a rare day out 
at Manchester United to 
treasure. 

Colin Clarke, who scored 
twice in a 2-0 win in 1988, 
remains the last player to have 
the distinction of scoring a win¬ 
ner for the club in the league at 
this famous stadium. 

There was some confusion 
here as to whether Dejan 
Lovren, Adam Lallana, or even 
United defender Phil Jones, had 
got the crucial touch for Saints. 

Lovren was certainly intent 
on claiming it, and it would 
have taken a cruel man to take 
it off him given the size of the 
smile on his face in the tunnel. 

Eighty per cent his goal, twen¬ 
ty per cent Lallana’s was how 
the defender would describe it. 

Whatever the case, there was 
more than one hero in the visit¬ 
ing team. 

Saints showed tremendous 
belief, mixed with a healthy 
dose of quality, and a little bit 
of fortune. 

It was in January when Saints 
last visited Old Trafford. 

On that night, they suffered a 
2-1 defeat. 

But, while they left without 
points, they did take with them 
high praise. 


Sir Alex Ferguson, then the 
United manager, said that, on 
the evidence of their second- 
half display, Saints had been 
the best side to visit Old 
Trafford all season. 

Today, they again produced a 
wonderful performance after 
the interval, but this time they 
got their reward. 

Their scrambled late equalis¬ 
er was deserved for both the 
players, who were never daunt¬ 
ed, and the travelling fans, who 
sung relentlessly throughout. 

Saints rode their luck at 
times. 

Wayne Rooney and Robin van 
Persie both hit the bar at 1-0, 
while Artur Brouc made a stun¬ 
ning save from Adnan Januzaj's 
25-yard piledriver. 

But they suffered some mis¬ 
fortune too, with Rooney off¬ 
side - albeit marginally - in the 
build-up to United's goal. 

No one could have denied that 
United deserved something, 
though. 

But this was a result and a 
performance that further 
marks Saints out as an emerg¬ 
ing force in the Premier 
League, and yet another 
reminder of just how far they 
have come. 

They have not secured a place 
in the upper echelons of the 
division through blind luck or 
chance, but through considered 
and careful building. 

Maintaining that sort of posi¬ 
tion all season will be mighty 
hard, but Saints have provided 
further evidence that they are a 
team not to be trifled with.

Late Pugh strike 
earns a point for 
Howe’s Cherries 


MARC Pugh’s dramatic late 
equaliser earned Cherries a share 
of the spoils from a City Ground 
thriller against Nottingham Forest 
today. 

Winger Pugh swept home the lev¬ 
eller from a tight angle in stoppage 
time to cancel out Henri 
Lansbury’s first-half wonder goal 
for the hosts. 

It earned Cherries a deserved 
share of the spoils and, although 
they rode their luck at times, 
Howe’s men were worthy of a pre¬ 
cious point on the road. 

The match, however, was marred 
for the visitors by injury to loan 
goalkeeper Stephen Henderson, 
who was carried off 
after just 11 min¬ 
utes. 

Boss Eddie Howe 
made one change to 
the Cherries start¬ 
ing line-up, with ex- 
Saint Andrew 
Surman drafted in to 
replace Ryan Fraser, 
who was ruled out 
by a hamstring 
injury. 

Cherries forced the 
first chance of the 
contest when Lewis 
Grabban’s low cross 
was sliced into Karl 
Darlow’s hands by 
his own defender 
Jack Hobbs. 

Tokelo Rantie was 
presented with a 
gilt-edged opportu¬ 
nity to open the 
scoring after seizing 
on Andy Reid’s poor 
backpass in the sev¬ 
enth minute. 

But despite only 
having Darlow in 
front of him, the striker was 
unable to convert, with the Forest 
goalkeeper haring off his line to 
smother at Rantie’s feet. 

Cherries were rocked when goal¬ 
keeper Henderson was stretchered 
off following an accidental clash 
with Forest striker Simon Cox after 
just eight minutes. 

The West Ham loan star immedi¬ 
ately signalled for help after Cox 
had caught him as he attempted to 
follow up Henderson’s save from 
Djamal Abdoun’s shot. 

Medical staff from both dugouts 
rushed to his aid before 
Henderson, who appeared to have 
damaged his shoulder, was carried 
off, wearing an oxygen mask. 

Play resumed following a five- 
minute delay and Lansbury was 
caught cold, the midfielder drag¬ 
ging his shot horribly wide with the 


goal at his mercy. 

Rantie’s left-foot piledriver from 20 
yards was beaten away by Darlow 
before Cox fired wide when it had 
looked easier to hit the target. 
Lansbury’s atoned with interest for 
his earlier miss when he put the 
hosts ahead with a stunning strike 
six minutes before the interval. 

The former Arsenal man, who was 
in acres of space, picked his spot 
from 30 yards, his thunderous 
effort fizzing past Ryan Allsop and 
into the back of the net. 

Cherries went close to levelling on 
the stroke of half-time when 
Grabban’s effort came back off the 
base of the post after Steve Cook’s 
long throw had 
caused mayhem 
inside the Forest 
six-yard box. 

Charlie Daniels 
replaced Ian Harte 
for the start of the 
second half before 
Jack Collison was 
booked for a foul 
on Forest playmak- 
er Andy Reid. 
Abdoun’s surging 
run into the 18-yard 
box ends with his 
effort being deflect¬ 
ed for a corner 
before Cook nods 
Darius Henderson’s 
header out for a 
flag kick. 

Cox’s snapshot was 
saved by Allsop 
before Henderson 
missed an open 
goal, the striker fir¬ 
ing wide having 
round the Cherries 
goalkeeper after 61 
minutes. 

Henderson’s head¬ 
er, which found the back of the 
net from Reid’s corner, was 
chalked off for a foul before Pugh 
failed to make good contact at the 
far post after Cook’s throw had 
fallen to him. 

Pugh also had the ball in the net, 
only for his 77th-minute effort to 
be ruled out for offside, before 
Harry Arter’s strike narrowly 
cleared the crossbar as the con¬ 
test drew to a close. 

Cherries grabbed the goal their 
second-half endeavours had 
deserved when Pugh swept home 
from a tight angle after being fed 
by Rantie in the first minute of 
stoppage time. 

Abdoun, Forest’s star man by a 
country mile, almost snatched a 
dramatic winner when his right- 
foot shot just cleared the angle of 
post and crossbar.

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Lambo maturing

Facts say team man Rickie is a must for Brazil 


A SUMMER without football is 
avoided thanks to England’s qualifi¬ 
cation for Brazil in 2014. 

There’s only so much beach foot¬ 
ball football you can watch without 
being classified as being obsessed. 

Thank you, Roy, you’ve saved me 
from a summer of Emmerdale and 
Coronation Street, I’m duly grateful. 

But while the nation rejoices at us 
narrowly squeezing into a World 
Cup final let’s not get ahead of our¬ 
selves; the tan won’t get to be more 
than a fortnight old, unless you 
fancy staying longer to take in a 
Spain/Germany/Italy/Brazil game. 

Yet another year of hurt beckons as 
England will look useful in the group 
stages only to go out to some moment 
of controversy in the knockout 
stages. A disallowed goal/a missed 
penalty maybe, while the man who’s 
never missed one sits on the bench 
as Ashley Cole or James Milner 
spoon the spot kick over the bar as 
England crash out. 

Rickie Lambert’s sudden departure 
to the bench highlights just why so 
many of us lose faith in the national 
set up. 

It’s not Roy Hodgson’s fault, the 
pressure he’s on to pick certain play¬ 
ers is immense, as is the pressure 
placed on him by the national media. 

How many times have we seen 
‘ones for the future’ given chance 
after chance while the form players 
never get picked? 

Lambert is the prime example. He’s 
every football journalist’s night¬ 
mare: an in form player who’s over 
30 - what on earth can he bring to the 
side? 

The obvious answer would be goals 
and other teammates into play. 

I’ll ask you, dear reader, what do 
you care about? 

Do you care if the man who scores 
the goal that wins the World Cup is 
over 30? 

Do you care if he plays for unfash¬ 
ionable Southampton? 

Do you hell, you just want the right 
man in the right place at the right 
time. 

For years now the media in this 
country have been obsessed with the 
shelf life of footballers, why play 
someone who might only wear and 
England shirt for two or three years? 

If that was the case why would any 
club team bother with any players 
over 25? 

Sir Alex Ferguson, probably the 
greatest manager the world will ever 
see, had a knack for getting experi¬ 
enced heads in his sides to steady the 
ship and lead by example. Teddy 
Sheringham wouldn’t have got a 
look in if the tabloid press had had 
their way. 

You only have to look at Lambert’s 
brief flirtation with first team foot¬ 
ball to see where I’m coming from. 

What did Rickie do wrong? 

He scored the winning goal in a 
meaningless England v Scotland 
international, scored another and 
created one for the 4-1 win against 
Moldova before enduring a frustrat¬ 
ing time against the Ukraine in what 
could only be described as a no-win 
situation where no one excelled. 

Up until then everyone was raving 
about Lambert, one goalless game 
and he’s written off as a flash in the 
pan. 

Was I alone in not being that 
impressed with Daniel Sturridge? 

I can see the value of Danny 
Wellbeck, even though he does 
resemble Bambi on ice, he does have 
an end product. He’s effective, albeit 
in a totally bizarre way and I’d 
rather have him the squad than not. 

No doubt Rickie will find himself 
behind Sturridge and even Andy 
Carroll in the pecking order when it 
comes to Brazil as players are picked 



on what they could do rather than 
what they actually do do. 

Could I justify picking Rickie 
Lambert over Daniel Sturridge for 
England? Probably not, mainly on 
the grounds that Sturridge is, on 
paper, the better player. Who could 
argue against a 24-year-old striker 
playing for Liverpool over a 31-year- 
old footballer playing for 
Southampton? 

I’d argue that the best player on 
paper isn’t necessarily the best play¬ 
er for the team. Sturridge’s rather 
selfish attitude on Tuesday made me 
wonder if that wasn’t the case. 

I’m biased of course. Rickie 
Lambert is my favourite player of 
the last five years. I get him, I see all 
the things he brings to the game and 
appreciate how someone, in the lat¬ 
ter years of his career, can make 
changes to his game and make that 
leap to a different level. I can see all 
of this and yes, I can speak with 
authority on what he brings to 
Saints as opposed to what Sturridge 
does to Liverpool. 

I’m basing my gripe on facts. The 
fact that in a couple of games Rickie 


Lambert just looked like what we 
needed, someone who desperately 
wanted to play for his country and 
just gave more than Sturridge. If you 
play three games, score twice and 
create another one, you’d be fully 
entitled to ask where you went 
wrong as to not get picked again. 

But that’s England for you, if your 
face fits you’re in; it’s based on who 
you play for not how you play. If it 
was down to anything else, ask your¬ 
self why Andy Carroll was never 
considered England class until he 
left Newcastle for Liverpool. 

He wasn’t then picked again after 
he left them for West Ham until an 
injury crisis made him good enough 
again. Does any of that make sense? 

You ask any fan of a bigger club 
and they’ll laugh at you for champi¬ 
oning Rickie Lambert. For them how 
on earth can someone who plays for 
lowly Southampton be worthy of 
playing for his country? Is he world 
class? By the modern definition of it? 
Probably not but for what he brings 
to the England set up, he’s more than 
worth a go. 

Why should he go to Brazil? 
Because he’s bloody good, that’s 
why... Viva La Lambert, here’s hop¬ 
ing he’s packing his bags for Brazil 
next year...

TAKING 
ON THE 
WORLD 

THIS Wednesday will mark the 
50th anniversary of one of the 
most memorable moments of 
my career. 

It was October 23, 1963, when 
I lined up for England, at 
Wembley, in a match against 
the Rest of the World, to cele¬ 
brate the Football 
Association’s centenary. 

I had only just broken into the 
national team, and this was to 
be my fourth full international. 

It was a special occasion, with 
the game being dubbed the 
‘Match of the Century’. 

The FA had invited FIFA to 
field a select XI, and they pro¬ 
duced a team of immense qual¬ 
ity. It really was the creme de 
la creme of world football. 

Only one was missing, the 
only disappointment of the 
whole event. Pele was injured 
and did not feature. 

But they had the likes of Di 
Stefano, Puskas, Gento, 
Eusebio, Law, and Yashin in 
their squad. It was pretty 
frightening when we saw their 
team sheet, particularly for me, 
as I was a Second Division play¬ 
er at the time! 

It would be like facing a team 
now that included Messi, 
Ronaldo, Schweinsteiger, Pirlo, 
Iniesta and Bale. 

And just imagine what people 
would say if you told them that 
England would beat that side? 

Yet that is exactly what we 
did back then. 

For me, it was extra special, 
as I scored the opening goal. 

Bobby Smith, the old Spurs 
centre forward, put a ball into 
the box, which bounced off 
Jimmy Greaves’ toe and rolled 
into my path. I then put a left- 
foot shot into the corner past 
Soskic, the Yugoslavia keeper,

who had come on at half-time 
for the great Lev Yashin. 

Denis Law, who I always 
rated as world class, scored the 
equaliser, before Greaves got 
our winner. 

I remember, after the match, 
Alf Ramsey coming round the 
dressing room to thank all the 
players, as he always did. 

When he got to me, he looked 
and said ‘Scoring goals as well 
now, eh?’ which was a nice 
moment for me. 

At one stage I had been think¬ 
ing ‘What am I doing here? I’m 
a Second Division player, play¬ 
ing against some of the best 
players in the world from any 
era, and I’ve opened the scor¬ 
ing.’ 

It was a massive moment in 
my career, and one that I 
remember very well. 
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We’re on our wav ! 




ON A night that could have ended in 
such a catastrophically different 
way, England shook off the nerves 
and booked their ticket to the cele¬ 
bration of football that will be hap¬ 
pening in Brazil next summer. 

It was hardly a vintage performance 
but, then again, this is not really what 
one would consider a vintage England 
team. 

Cobbled together from the remnants of 
“the golden generation”, injected with 
youth and managed by a man who wasn’t 
the first choice of many, not much is 
expected of them in Brazil. 

The chairman of our own Football 
Association, Greg Dyke, has said we 
can’t win the World Cup, well not next 
year at least. 

Are we really going there just to make 
up the numbers, though? 

Is the gloom surrounding this side and 
the state of English football, like so much 
involving the national team, just a bit 
excessive? 

Sure, it was only a win over Poland, at 
home no less. 

We’re in the World Cup, though, with¬ 
out having to travel via the play-offs. The 
same can’t be said for France, Portugal 
and Uruguay. 

The FA have confirmed their 
block-booking for Rio, and Roy 
Hodgson can start 
thinking about 
the compo¬ 
sition of 
his 23- 
^ man 

squad. ^ 

Speculating now seems a 
bit pointless, however, with 
so much football to be 
played before the manager 
signs off that list. 

Players will be lost to 
metatarsal injuries, and 
young stars will put up 
their hands in a bid to book 
a ticket on the plane. There 
have already been calls to 
clear out the old guard, to 
give youth a chance, but it 
would be wise to err on the 
side of caution. A good balance is 
required. 

Youthful exuberance is all well and 
good, but experience is required in the 
latter stages of a big tournament. 

Players like Steven Gerrard and Ashley 
Cole have been through it all before, and 
the younger squad members can learn 
from them. Who those younger members 
may be remains to be seen. 

Among all the prophets of doom, 
England have still managed to bring 
through a crop of talented youngsters. 

The Under-21 European Championship 
may have been a complete failure, but 
there is undoubted individual talent 
among the next generation. 

Andros Townsend may have caught the 
eye with two fearless performances, but 
there are others waiting in the wings. 

Ravel Morrison is finally starting to 
look the player that Sir Alex Ferguson 
hoped he might be, although he still

remains a bit rough around the edges. It 
only goes to show that talent will shine 
through in the end. 

Townsend’s much-publicised loan 
spells are a case in point, and after years 
of letting him ply his trade with anyone 
that would have him, Tottenham have a 
player of undoubted quality. He should 
remain there for years to come. 

Throw in Ross Barkley, Jack Wilshere 
and a fit again Alex Oxlade-Chamberlain 
and the complexion changes even fur¬ 
ther. 

On Tuesday night, England’s squad 
contained more players under the age of 
24 than any of their leading European 
rivals. 

Some may argue the case of quality 
over quantity, but the quality is there, it 
just needs to be nurtured. 

Despite this rather optimistic view¬ 
point, there is still one very worrying 
factor for Hodgson; his dependence on 
Wayne Rooney. 

The Manchester United frontman has 
become a talisman for his country and 
remains our leading hope if we are to go 
deep into the tournament in Brazil. 

He has scored in every qualifier that 
he’s played, and his work rate from the 
front is integral to the way England hope 
to press the ball, dropping deep when we 
aren’t in possession. 

There are no others as capable or disci¬ 
plined enough to fulfil this role. 

One misplaced tackle and 
any hope England may 
have had will be left hang¬ 
ing by a thread. 

It is a role that you could¬ 
n’t see being filled by 
Daniel Sturridge or Danny 
Welbeck. Let’s hope for our 
sake that Rooney stays fit. 
One thing going for this 
England team is the lack of 
optimism surrounding 
them. 

Free from the shackles of 
expectation that has bur¬ 
dened so many of the teams 
before them, they will head 
to Brazil as underdogs. 

It’s an almost surreal situ¬ 
ation and one that could 
just work in their favour. 

England looked a decent side at Euro 
2012, without the fanfare and media spot¬ 
light, and were a few spot-kicks away 
from a semi-final berth. 

In 2006, the media spotlight shone 
brightly in Baden-Baden. South Africa 
brought with it different failures, most of 
which fell on the head of coach Fabio 
Capello and his ratings system. 

Perhaps at Brazil 2014, halfway across 
the globe, England can get down to play¬ 
ing football worthy of a major tourna¬ 
ment. So, while Hodgson and Co deserve 
credit for the job they’ve done so far, 
there still remains plenty on hand. 

He will need to curb expectation and 
build a team that will not only learn from 
past failures, but also relish the opportu¬ 
nity to extinguish them. 

Dreams of another World Cup victory 
may still be a way off, but perhaps they 
aren’t as far as some would have you 
believe.

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UNDERDOGS TAG 
SUITS ENGLAND 


ENGLAND’S biggest weapon in 
their bid to win the World Cup 
might just be that nobody 
thinks they can. 

For years England have pitched 
up to major tournament after major 
tournament with the expectations 
of a nation weighing heavily upon 
them. 

Almost every time without fail 
there is a genuine belief that this 
can be our year, finally we can fol¬ 
low up on 1966. 

Every time those ambitions have 
fallen flat on their face. 

After the 2-0 win over Poland 
secured England’s place at next 
year’s finals in Brazil, there was 
barely even a hint of hope. 

Even the man draped in a St 
George’s flag partying outside 
Wembley following the result, high 
as a kite on adrenalin and happi¬ 
ness as he was interviewed by TV, 
cut a quizzical look at his interview¬ 
er when asked whether England 
could go all the way. 

For this one fleeting tournament, 
the nation doesn’t expect. 

That might be one of the biggest 
positives England can take. 

The players will be cheered off 
next summer but without the pres¬ 
sure of a nation weighing so heavily 
on them. 

They will be ensconced on the 
other side of the world, well away 
from these shores and everything 
that comes with it during a World 
Cup summer. 

Suddenly they will be able to play 
with a greater degree of freedom. 

Many sportsmen thrive when they 
are the underdog. That siege men¬ 
tality, that nobody expects or thinks 
you capable of achieving something 
significant, can really motivate and 
rally. It’s certainly much easier 
than winning as the favourite. 

England haven’t been any cop at 
winning as the favourite, so per¬ 
haps the underdog role might suit 
them. 

The other bonus is that Roy 
Hodgson, pictured right, is in charge.

Adam Rant will admit he was a lit¬ 
tle sceptical at the time of 
Hodgson’s appointment because he 
was unsure whether he would be 
the galvanising factor England 
needed, but he’s got them qualified 
somehow or another and ultimately 
that’s all that matters. 

This is not a vintage England team 
by any stretch but Hodgson has 
shown faith in a core of experienced 
players. 

In fact, many of them are vastly 
experienced veterans of both inter¬ 
national and Champions League 
campaigns down the years. 

For once, finally, England are 
perhaps picking a little more on 
the here and now and not always 


with an eye to the future. 

You only get

Pick 
the best 
players

time, use the odd friendly and the 
under-21s to take a look at others. 

By taking that core of experienced 
players, for several of whom it will 
be their last international hurrah, 
England stand in as good a position 
as they can. Sprinkle around it the 
odd exciting youngster such as an 
Andros Townsend or Alex 
Chamberlain and it’s an encourag¬ 
ing formula. 

Adam Rant would certainly not be 
as bold as to predict this England 
team winning the World Cup, but 
maybe the fact so many other peo¬ 
ple think along those lines might 
make next summer a pleasant sur¬ 
prise rather than a crushing disap¬ 
pointment like normal. 


Lambert has work to do 



RICKIE Lambert can take nothing 
for granted between now and May if 
he wants to be part of the England 
squad for the World Cup. 

Whether fair or otherwise, Adam 
Rant has always had this nagging 
doubt that Lambert only got in 
because Hodgson felt he had to pick 
him, then stayed in because his two 
international goals meant the same. 

Sure enough he has quickly been 
reduced to the role of unused sub. 


If he stays as a squad member 
then fair enough. The big man up 
front is a change up option that 
England need to have for their cam¬ 
paign in Brazil. 

But from unused sub it is only a 
small, short step to slip out alto¬ 
gether, almost under the radar. 

Hopefully Lambert isn’t being 
eased out and Adam Rant has read 
the situation wrong. 

But he can’t help but feel that with 


Andy Carroll in line to return for 
West Ham next month that 
Lambert will again need to make an 
irresistible case for selection. 

Carroll or Lambert is surely going 
to be the choice that Hodgson will 
make when he comes to announce 
his 23-man squad. 

Every Saints fan will be rooting 
for Lambert but he will certainly 
have to earn his place during this 
season.

The Aussies are looking 
to get a rise out of 
England, to find a way of 
getting under their skin 
after being well beaten 
over here. 

The line-ups aren’t likely 
to have changed much, in 
fact Australia might not 
even have their captain 
and talisman Michael 
Clarke fit for the start of 
the series. 

The wickets and condi¬ 
tions can easily suit 
England too so they may 
have figured that a bit of 
winding up and getting in 
the English heads might be 
a good tactic, a potential 
weapon if you will. 

By letting it slide England 
will have one up on the 
Aussies before the series 
even starts. If they get 
drawn into a slanging 
match it only risks denting 
that efficient machine.

THE last time Saints enjoyed the 
giddy heights of fourth place in 
the Premier League, it signalled 
the start of a massive decline. 

After crushing Pompey 3-0 at St 
Mary’s to rise into a Champions 
League place on December 21, 2003, 
life appeared good. 

Buoyed by an FA Cup final appear¬ 
ance and eighth placed finish in 
2002/03 - what was, and remains, the 
club’s best ever Premier League sea¬ 
son - Gordon Strachan was continu¬ 
ing to prove his critics wrong. 

Little did anyone know as they 
poured out of St Mary’s, four days 
before Christmas, that it would be 
downhill from there on. 

Downhill for five years, in fact. 

Within two months of that great 
derby win - highlighted by the 
iconic image, right, of Marian 
Pahars lifting his shirt after scor¬ 
ing a cracking goal - Strachan 
had gone. 

Saints were to win just 11 of 
their next 59 Premier League 
games - a run beginning with a 
2-0 loss at Fulham on Boxing Day 
2003 and culminating in a 2-1 
home loss to Manchester United 
on an emotionally-charged day at 
St Mary’s in May 2005 that sen¬ 
tenced the club to relegation. 

The decline was as equally 
quick and unexpected as Saints’ 
renaissance over the past three 
seasons and seven games has been 
truly amazing. 

The story of Southampton FC in the 
past decade serves as notice - if any 
examples were needed - as to the 
remarkable nature of the sport. 

Apart from a select few clubs, who 
everyone knows will be towards the 
top of the Premier League every 
year, it is impossible to predict the 
future with any confidence. 

Who, a decade ago, would have con¬ 
templated Saints ever being bottom 
of the third division on minus 10 
points? 

And who would ever have thought 
they would go from League l’s bot¬ 
tom four to the Premier League’s top 
four in just over three years? 

Surely, though, we are safe to 
assume that reaching fourth place 
again won’t result in another cata¬ 
clysmic Saints fall from grace? 

A decade ago, Strachan knew he 
would not be staying on at S 
Mary’s after his contract ran 
out. 

Pochettino is only looking 
forward to pulling off what 
would be one of the greatest 
managerial masterstrokes 
in many an English sea¬ 
son. 

Make no mistake, for 
guiding Saints to a top 
four finish would ensure 
his place in Premier 
League folklore. Even a 
fifth place finish would be 
truly mind-boggling. 




over two decades ago. 

Indeed, in 36 seasons of rubbing 
shoulders with English football’s 
elite (and Swansea) Saints have only 
managed six top five finishes - in 
1969,1971,1981,1982,1984 and 1985. 

With the benefit of hindsight, it is 
now possible to look back on the 
1980s as the last era where non ‘glam¬ 
orous’ clubs could finish in the top 
five and win trophies. 

Will the likes of Saints, Ipswich and 
Watford ever finish top flight run¬ 
ners-up again? 

Will Coventry ever win the FA Cup 
again? 


In recent times, the two 
Manchester clubs, Arsenal, 
Tottenham and Chelsea have had a 
monopoly on the top five - only bro¬ 
ken by Alan Pardew’s Newcastle fin¬ 
ishing fifth two seasons ago. 

Newcastle, though, regularly play 
in front of 50,000 fans at home games. 
They were twice runners-up in the 
Premier League in the 1990s. 

Saints don’t play in front of any¬ 
where near 50,000 supporters and 
have never finished in the top seven 
since the top flight was rebranded

SAINTS are set to resume 
rivalry with the manager 
who once described their 
style of football as on a par 
with Dagenham & Redbridge. 

Gus Poyet has taken on the poi¬ 
soned challice of managing 
Sunderland after being appoint¬ 
ed the club’s sixth permanent 
boss in five tumultous years. 

Poyet was without a club since 
leaving Brighton & Hove Albion 
in acrimonious circumstances 
during the summer. 

The 45-year-old Uruguayan 
recetntly replaced the controver¬ 
sial Paolo Di Canio with the 
Black Cats rooted to the foot of 
the Premier League with just one 
point from seven games. 

That point was gained at St 
Mary’s back in August, when 
only a late Jose Fonte equaliser 
prevented Sunderland from win¬ 
ning at Saints for the second sea¬ 
son running. 

Now the clubs will meet again 
in the fourth round of the League 
Cup at the Stadium of Light on 
November 6. 

Poyet is well known to Saints 
fans for his dismissive comments 
on their club back in April and 
May 2011. 

Back then, Brighton won the 
League 1 title with four games to 
go, with Saints accompanying the 
Sussex club up in second place. 

Saints first angered Poyet by 
not lining up to form a guard of 
honour prior to their 2-1 win at 
The Withdean in April. 

Prior to that, he had taunted 
Saints by saying they should 
have won the title with the bud¬ 
get and players Nigel Adkins pos¬ 
sessed. 

In that, he was not wrong. 

Poyet then hit out at Saints’ tac¬ 
tics, likening them to relegated 
Dagenham & Redbridge in terms 
of being long ball. 

He followed that outburst up by 
accusing the Football League of

“They can’t get us. They can do 
nothing to influence our season. 
We have proved we are the best 
team in the league. 

“It doesn’t matter if we are beat¬ 
en 10-0. They are Southampton 
and they should be top because 
they have the best players in the 


league.” 

After late goals from David 
Connolly and Jose Fonte had 
given Saints victory in Sussex, 
Poyet hit out at Adkins’ tactics. 

“I said a few weeks ago, with all 
respect to both teams, they play 
the same kind of football as 
Dagenham & Redbridge,” said 
Poyet. 

“They only defend, they go 
Lambert. 

“If you give to Dagenham & 
Redbridge Barnard and Lambert 
I can say to you that Dagenham 
will be top six. 

“So it’s difficult to defend, they 
put the ball in the box.” 

It was a surprising statement to 
make, given that Adkins’ teams 
were well known for their pass¬ 
ing style. 


But Poyet was insistent that the 
Seagulls’ style of play was far 
easier on the eye, as well as being 
more effective. 

That was not the end of Poyet’s 
public annoyance with Saints. 

Saints effectively booked their 
place in the Championship by 
beating Plymouth 3-1 on May 
Bank Holiday Monday - a fixture 
that had been rearranged from 
the end of March. 

The switch was due to Argyle 
having three players called up 
for international duty. 

But with a number of 
rearranged games already sched¬ 
uled for a chaotic April, the trip 
to Home Park was moved to the 
last week of the season. 

Poyet was angered by that deci¬ 
sion, claiming that the Football 
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League prevented Albion mov¬ 
ing their postponed game 
^against Dagenham in the 
W \ same week. 

“We tried to play a 
.game that was post- 
, . ’ poned in between the 
y) v last two games and were 
told we were not allowed,” 
said Poyet. 

“I don’t know why 
Southampton were allowed, 
they shouldn’t have been. 

“In any championship in the 
world, the last two games of 
the season you play the same 
time as your opposition. 

“I don’t understand it and 
that is something the Football 
League should answer.” 

Returning to the post-match 
comments after Saints’ win at 
The Withdean, Poyet was keen 


to highlight what he saw as 
two contrasting styles. 

“It’s a big difference between 
the two teams anyway,” he 
said. 

“We are a team that we need 
to keep the ball, and because 
we didn’t keep it we lost the 
game. 

“They are a team that it does¬ 
n’t matter how they play, they 
will always kick it forward and 
put it in the box. 

“You know, position against 
possession. 

“This season possession has 
beaten position and that’s 
what is going to be remem¬ 
bered. 

“When you look back in ten 
years’ time, who won the 
championship this year? 

“ It was Brighton, playing 


football and passing the ball, 
not kicking the ball and 
putting it in the box. 

“That’s fact, we cannot 
change that.” 

What is also fact is that 
Saints have carried on the 
momentum from their League 
1 days and entered this week¬ 
end’s game at Old Trafford sit¬ 
ting proudly in a Champions 
League place. 

Brighton, meanwhile, 

remain in the Championship. 

Poyet has now joined Saints 
in the top flight, but how long 
he remains there with 
Sunderland struggling so 
badly will be fascinating to see. 

Whatever happens, he surely 
won’t be labelling Mauricio 
Pochettino’s men as 
Dagenham in disguise again ...

England made their debut appear¬ 
ance at the first finals to be held in 
Brazil, having rejoined world govern¬ 
ing body FIFA following the end of 
the Second World War.

Sir Walter Winterbottom's team had 
been torn apart 6-3 at home and 7-1 
away by Hungary in the year leading 
up to the tournament, so any sense 
of English superiority had already 
taken a huge knock by the time the 
team arrived in Switzerland. They did 
enough to get through their group in 
second place but lost out to holders 
Uruguay 4-2 in Basle in the quarters.

1958 (SWEDEN - FIRST ROUND) 

The first and so far only time when 
all four nations comprising the 
United Kingdom qualified, but 
England failed to get out of a group 
containing eventual winners Brazil. 
Draws in each of their three group 
games set up a second-place play¬ 
off against the Soviet Union, who 
won the decisive match 1-0 to reach 
the quarter-finals.

A tournament played in scorching 
temperatures had its high points for 
England - Gordon Banks' save from 
Pele and Bobby Moore's tackle on 
Jairzinho in the 1-0 group stage 
defeat to Brazil are still held up as 
two of the greatest examples of 
defensive play of all time. But they 
fell to West Germany and the preda¬ 
tory Gerd Muller in the last eight as 
Peter Bonetti - in for the poorly 
Banks - failed to cover himself in 
glory.

WORLD CUP ROUND-UP - 


IT could well be the largest col¬ 
lection of Saints players in any 
World Cup finals tournament 
ever. 

Defender Maya Yoshida, a regu¬ 
lar in the Japan side, was the first 
to qualify for next summer’s spec¬ 
tacular in Brazil. 

He was followed by Dani Osvaldo, 
whose Italy booked their place in 
Brazil back in September. 

England qualified this week, but 
Rickie Lambert must wait to see if 
he is included in Roy Hodgson’s 23- 
man squad. 

Though Lambert impressed with 
two goals in his first two games for 
his country, there is no way he can 
presume he will definitely be on the 
plane to Brazil. 

Dejan Lovren’s Croatia and 
Gaston Ramirez’s Uruguay could 
also qualify through the play-offs. 

Uruguay will be the sixth seeds 
next summer if they can progress 
past a two-legged play-off with 
Jordan. 

That means there could well be 
five Saints players in the World 
Cup finals.

Star man: Edin Dzeko 
Tournament best: Never qualified 
The nation born out of the break-up 
of Yugoslavia in the 1990s is head¬ 
ing into uncharted territory. They 
will rely heavily on the Champions 
League experience of striker Dzeko 
and midfielders Miralem Pjanic 
and captain Emir Spahic while in 
Asmir Begovic they have a top- 
class goalkeeper.

Mason’s strike dumps 

Winchester out of Vase

WINCHESTER City’s hopes of 
replicating their 2004 FA Vase 
glory days were sunk by 
Sydenhams Premier Division 
rivals Sholing this afternoon. 

An inspired Barry Mason strike 
in the 15th minute edged the under¬ 
strength Boatmen to a 1-0 victory in 
a tense first round tie watched by 
152 at the Denplan City Ground. 

The visitors made light of the 
injuries blighting their squad, cre¬ 
ating three excellent chances in as 
many minutes. 

With just a matter of seconds 
gone, Marvin McLean met Pete 
Castle’s high ball into the box a split 
second ahead of goalkeeper Stewart 
Kearn, but Dan Thompson was 
back to scrape the ball off the line. 

Kearn then turned away a thump¬ 
ing Barry Mason strike as it headed 
for the top corner and, from 
Tyronne Bowers’ flag kick, Castle 
headed just wide. 

Having ridden that storm, City 
began to play their football. 

Having been unlucky with a Liam 
Robinson through ball that was 
marginally too far in front of him, 
Russell Cook powered past Castle 
as he cut in from the left, only to 
run into Mike Carter. 

Sholing responded with another 
Castle header following a Bowers 
corner before taking the lead with 
15 minutes gone. 

Lee Wort provided the assist, lay¬ 
ing the ball back from the by-line 
for Barry Mason to finish with an 
acrobatic effort into the far corner. 

City earned a free kick in a good 
position when Carter fouled Chris 
Flood, but Liam Green struck the 
ball straight at goalkeeper Matt 
Brown. 

Sholing, though, were having 
much the better of it and were des¬ 
perately unlucky not to double 
their lead on 28 minutes when 
Barry Mason slipped the ball to 



Bowers on the right and his magnif¬ 
icent first-time shot from 25 yards 
bounced off the top of the crossbar 
and over. 

On 33 minutes Cook again did well 
for City on the left, but Sholing 
keeper Brown cut out his danger¬ 
ous cross with Robinson rapidly 
closing in. 

After half-chances for Flood and 
Robinson at one end, Winchester 
goalkeeper Kearn showed terrific 
reflexes to stop Mitchell Fear’s 
header going in following a bout of 
head tennis inside the home area. 

City had another escape in stop¬ 
page time when Wort broke clean 


through on to McLean’s pass. 
Kearn did well to take the initial 
sting out of Wort’s low strike and 
City skipper Leigh Mills got back to 
clear. 

Not for the first time this season 
Winchester emerged from the half¬ 
time dressing room a changed side 
and, almost immediately, Cook 
headed Chris Mason’s cross just 
past the far post. 

City kept persisting and earned 
themselves a penalty seconds later 
when Byron Mason handled Flood’s 
driven strike inside the area. 

Mason was booked and it was 
Flood who stepped up to take the 


penalty. He hit it well enough, but 
Brown got down brilliantly to his 
left to keep it out of the bottom cor¬ 
ner. 

With the heavens opening, Kearn 
took the safety-first option at the 
other end, palming Danny Cox’s 
floated free kick behind as it threat¬ 
ened to find its way into the far top 
corner. 

With Winchester asking more 
questions of Sholing’s makeshift 
defence, Cook had a shot deflected 
wide for a corner before forcing 
Brown to punch clear another test¬ 
ing cross. 

On 70 minutes City boss Graham 
Kemp withdrew Cook and threw on 
another of his ex-Christchurch 
charges, Ben Osborne, up front. 

With Sholing’s injuries leaving 
them little scope for change, they 
had a weary look about them as the 
game entered its closing stages. 

There was hope for City on 74 min¬ 
utes when Chris Mason sent 
Robinson away down the left but 
they had no-one to get on the end of 
his cross. 

Sholing lost yet another player to 
injury on 81 minutes when Cox 
limped off to be replaced by Mark 
Diaper. 

There was huge controversy five 
minutes from time when Castle 
raised his hands to cut out a ball 
over the top. As play continued, 
Robinson stroked the ball into the 
Sholing net, but referee Hopkins 
had already blown his whistle. 

He sent Castle off for a second 
bookable offence and awarded City 
a free kick which Robinson sent 
over. 

Already desperately short of cen¬ 
tre-halves, Sholing boss Dave 
Diaper threw on player-coach 
James Taylor to get his side across 
the finishing line. 

There was more drama as the 
game spilled into stoppage time. 

Twice the excellent Brown came 
to Sholing’s rescue with a double 
save from Osborne at his near post 
and, with Sholing still unable to 
clear, he tipped sub Matt Gray’s 
header on to the bar.

OXFORD City boss Mike Ford 
felt his side’s FA Cup victory at 
Eastleigh last Saturday was 
thoroughly deserved. 

With the Spitfires top of the Skrill 
Conference South, Oxford - strug¬ 
gling near the foot of the 
Conference North with just one win 
in ten league outings - would have 
had good reason to fear a trip to 
Stoneham Lane. 

But, despite letting an early two- 
goal lead slip as Jamie Collins and 
Stuart Fleetwood pulled the 
Spitfires back on terms with 40 min¬ 
utes to play, Oxford hit back with a 
77th-minute winner by ex-Wim- 
bledon, Northampton and Oxford 
United centre-back Chris Willmott. 

Praising his side for a perfor¬ 
mance brimming with “character, 
attitude and resilience”, Ford said: 
“We got two goals very, very early. 

“They got one back to give them a 
lifeline and then scored again with¬ 
in five minutes of the restart. 

“Some teams might have crum¬ 
bled at that point. They (Eastleigh) 
are a good side and you’ve got to be 
sensible in what you try and do. 

“Normally when a team comes 
back from 2-0 down, they go on and 
win it. But we saw them off a bit, 
had a bit of the play and scored a 
goal from a set-piece.” 

In recent weeks Eastleigh boss 
Richard Hill has voiced his disap¬ 
pointment over what he perceives 
to be a lack of adventure from visit¬ 
ing sides. But Ford - a former team¬ 
mate of Hill’s at Oxford United - 
believes City broke that mould.

Hill’s sadness at 
Hinckley demise

EASTLEIGH’S Richard Hill has 
spoken of his immense sadness over 
the demise of his former club 
Hinckley United. 

The Silverlake Stadium boss was 
born in the Leicestershire market 
town and it was United’s forerun¬ 
ners Hinckley Athletic that gave 
him his break into senior football, 
writes WENDY GEE. 

Hill, now 50, went on to play near¬ 
ly 200 professional games for 
Northampton, Watford and Oxford 
United and carve out a successful 
managerial career as No2 at 
Wycombe Wanderers, QPR, Aston 
Villa, Northampton, Gillingham 
and Tranmere Rovers. 

But he will never forget that it was 
Hinckley where it all began. 

“I’m absolutely gutted they’ve 
gone 
under,” he 
said. 

“That’s 
where it all 
started for 
me. 

“Back in 
the old days 
there was a 
rivalry in 
the town 
with two 
clubs 

Hinckley 
Athletic 

and Hinckley Town. 

“I trained with Athletic when I 
was 14 and made my debut for them 
as a 15-year-old. Eventually the two 
teams amalgamated and called 
themselves Hinckley United. 

“They took on Town’s league sta¬ 
tus, because Town were in the high¬ 
er league, but Athletic were the bet¬ 
ter supported of the two clubs with 
crowds of 250-350. 

“My dad, god bless him, used to 
watch them when he was alive.” 

The Knitters reached the end of 
the road earlier this month when 
they accepted a winding-up order at 
Birmingham’s High Court with 
debts of over £200,000. 

“I’m not a rich man, but when I go 
back home people in the town know 
me and I feel like I haven’t done 
enough to help the club and now 
they’re gone,” said Hill. 

“It makes you appreciate what 


we’ve got at Eastleigh. 

“The people of Hinckley would be 
grateful just to have a team.” 

Hinckley’s demise also hit home at 
Bashley, their rivals in the Calor 
Southern Premier Division. 

The Foresters, who are cutting 
their budget to avoid sliding down 
the same slippery financial slope as 
the Midlanders, said: “This sober¬ 
ing news (about Hinckley) contrasts 
with the millions awash in the 
Premier League and its seeming 


obsession with importing players 
and letting grassroots soccer with¬ 
er. 

“Jack Wilshere called for English 
players for England, but where will 
they come from in the future other 
than a well-heeled Premier League 
academy? 

“Hinckley, The Knitters, with a 
proud 144-year history, have just 
been wiped off the football map for 
owing less than the weekly wage of 
one top Premier League player.” 


got 17 teams here now with an acade¬ 
my for youngsters from seven to 18 
and we need a ground to call our own. 

“Jones Lane is outdated and us mov¬ 
ing out will help the cricket club too 
because they’ve got loads of colts 
sides and, like us, they need space to 
breathe. It really is a good thing for 
the future of local sport and for the 
Hythe and Dibden parish in general.” 

Hythe’s plan is to see out the rest of 
the current season at Jones Lane and 
be ready to kick off the 2014/15 cam- 
"aign at their new home. 

“There are two pitches at 
Clayfields, the changing rooms are 
okay and they’ve got a building 
there we can use and develop into a 
bar,” said Cox. 

“The problem up to now has been 
getting planning permission, but 
we’ve been working really hard in 
association with the parish council. 
Our former chairman Robbie 
Parsons is doing a great job as club 
development officer and, with Lee 
Burch (team manager) and his 
assistant Scott Johnston taking 
care of the playing and secretarial 
side, we’re on the upwards march. 

“We’ve had a couple of bad years 
at the bottom of Sydenhams One, 
but I can’t knock what Lee and 
Scotty are doing. They’re both very 
keen. It’s the same with the youth 
section where we’ve got ex-player 
Phil Swainston as chairman and 
my son Terry Cox as vice-chair¬ 
man.” 

Currently Clayfields is only used 
for Saturday/Sunday parks football 
and the place has been crying out 
for an established club like Hythe 
to make the most of the facilities. 

“Clayfields is not being used to the 
potential it should be and that’s 
why the parish council wanted us 
to get involved there,” said Cox. 

“We’re taking one pitch over com¬ 
pletely and when, we’re not playing 
at home, the other pitch can be used 
by other clubs locally and Jones 
Lane will also still be used for foot¬ 
ball.” 

Hythe have raised some money of 
their own to get the project under 
way and have applied to Sport 
England and the Football 
Foundation for funding. 

“All the main facilities are 
already there and as soon as this 
season ends we’ll get someone, 
probably (Sholing boss) Dave 
Diaper, along to do the floodlights 
and we’ll get a firm in to do the 
fencing,” said Cox. 

“We won’t be able to apply for 
funding for a bar, but we’ll do that 
ourselves because the only way to 
make decent money is to have a lit¬ 
tle bar there. 

“We get more money spent over 
the bar than we do through the 
turnstiles. 

“With a bit of luck we should be in 
the new ground for next season and, 
hopefully, it will be the start of 
something big for Hythe. 

“We’ve taken two steps back¬ 
wards to go forwards and I really 
hope it will be a success because 
we’ve all worked so hard for this. 

“We plan to overtake our neigh¬ 
bouring clubs on the Waterside, but 
we’ll do it sensibly so it doesn’t cost 
us stupid money.”

for want of trying on our part. 

“This league breaks into three tiers with the 
top six or seven clubs all paying, the middle tier 
providing travelling expenses and the third tier - 
which I would class us in - with no budget.

I know there is a lot of hard work going on 
behind the scenes and we are not without a bud¬ 
get for want of trying. But it is holding us back a 
little bit and some funds would be handy.”

SHOULD player cloning 
ever become reality, 
Folland Sports boss 
Danny Bowers would 
get the genetic engineers to 
produce more Ryan Longs. 

The former Romsey Town and 
Gosport Borough striker bright¬ 
ened up an otherwise dull after¬ 
noon at Fawley AFC last Saturday by 
netting a superbly taken hat-trick in 
Follands’ 3-1 Sydenhams Premier win. 

And, according to Bowers, the goals 
were just reward for a player who 
regularly runs himself into the 
ground on the club’s behalf. 

“If we had 11 Ryan Longs we 
would win the league hands down,” 
said the Follands boss. 

“No one works harder than him. 
“Ryan will chase anything. He 
never stops. I don’t know where he 
gets his energy from. 

“There’s not one game where he 
hasn’t given 100 per cent. 

“Ryan’s as honest as the day is 
long and he does enough running 
for the rest of the team on his own. 
“As soon as he gets on the pitch he 
just runs and runs and never stops 
shutting people down.” 

When Follands fell behind to an 
early Matt Vining goal at Fawley, 
Bowers feared that the lethargy he had 
detected in his side’s pre-match warm¬ 
up had set in for the entire afternoon. 
He wasn’t wrong but, despite admit¬ 
ting afterwards that it was “the worst 
I’ve seen us play”, Long’s three 
classy finishes proved the difference 
between the sides. 

“All three goals from Ryan were 
quality,” said Bowers. 

“For the first one Jamie Barron’s 
threaded the ball through the eye of 
a needle and Ryan’s pretended to 
shoot, the keeper’s gone down and 
he’s chipped it over him.

BOSS Tom Killick admit¬ 
ted the FA Cup gods had 
not smiled on Poole Town 
after they were drawn 
away to Staines Town in 
the fourth qualifying 
round.

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World record - it’s official 


BROCKENHURST’S marathon penal¬ 
ty shootout with Andover Town last 
week has been confirmed as a world 
record. 

Neither side managed to conjure up a 
goal in the Hampshire FA Senior Cup 
second round tie at Grigg Lane. 

But, when it came to the shootout, 
the two sets of players simply couldn’t 
stop scoring, netting 29 times in a row 
to write their names into the global 
record books. 

Brock netted 15 without missing, 
while Andover buried their first 14 
attempts before Claudio Herbert’s 
affort was pushed onto the post by 


Brock ’keeper Scott O’Rourke. 

With the help of the FA, Sydenhams 
Wessex League competition secretary 
John Gorman has been delving 
through the records and discovered 
that the world’s longest penalty 
shootout in a first-class match ended 
20-19 between Argeninos Juniors and 
Racing Club in the 1988 Argentine 
Championships. But, on that occasion, 
five kicks were missed. 

Genderbirligi versus Galatasaray in 
Turkey finished 17-19 with one kick 
missed, but the most penalties needed 
to settle an adult match was 44 in a 
Norfolk Primary Cup tie in 2000, 


though five were missed. 

Prior to last week the highest num¬ 
ber of consecutive spot kicks scored in 
a shootout was 27 when Dagenham & 
Redbridge beat Leyton Orient in the 
2011 Johnstone’s Paint Trophy - a 
record now eclipsed by the two 
Sydenhams Wessex League sides. 

Asked if Brock practise penalties in 
training, victorious boss Pat 
McManus smiled: “No - and we’ve 
missed three already this season so I 
wasn’t over-confident going into the 
shootout. But penalties shouldn’t be a 
problem any more. Now that we’re 
world record holders, I’ll be spoilt for

U was a season which started 
with Saints taking part in a 
showpiece occasion at 
Wembley, the Charity Shield. 

The same Saints that slumped to 
the foot of the old Second Division 
just weeks later. 

It was a season which saw Lawrie 
McMenemy’s FA Cup winners 
progress to the quarter finals of the 
now-disbanded European Cup 
Winners Cup, as well as playing in 
the Anglo Italian Cup. 

It was a season which saw 
Liverpool go close to the treble - hav¬ 
ing won the First Division title and 
lifted the European Cup for the first 
time, only a 2-1 FA Cup final loss to 
Manchester United denied them a 
place in the history books. 

It was a season when Tottenham 
were relegated from the top flight, 
and Portsmouth attracted over 32,000 
to Fratton Park for a Third Division 
fixture. 

Closer to home, Gosport Borough 
won the Hampshire League’s top 
flight while Saints’ A team won the 
Second Division title. 

Welcome to 1976/77. 

The Sports Pink is this week taking 
a special look back at that season, 
both locally, nationally and interna¬ 
tionally. 

At The Dell, Saints might have 
failed to challenge for promotion 
back to the old First Division. 

As FA Cup winners, they started 
the season as one of the favourites 
but soon plummeted to the foot of the 
second tier. 

Though they recovered, Saints only 
entered the top ten for the first time 
in April. 

But McMenemy had sown the seeds 
of what was to be a promotion-win¬ 
ning campaign 12 months later. 

He knew that as well. 

Writing in the programme for 
Saints’ final home game of 1976/77, 
against Blackburn, he said: “Our reg¬ 
ular supporters will have noticed 
that the Cup final ream has been 
very much broken up in a short 
space of time. 

“I knew from the outset that I had 
to be quite ruthless, because 
although the team was good enough 
to win the Cup, in the two years pre¬ 
ceding the final we had not been good 
enough to get promotion. 

“This year I have been re-organis- 
ing and trying to get the right blend 
and I think it is nearly there. 

“Certainly the feeling in the dress¬ 
ing room is that we could once again 
be on the threshold of something big. 

“It has obviously been sad for me to 
see a lot of players go this season, 
namely Paul Bennett, Mike Berry, 
John Crabbe, Pat Earles, Paul 
Gilchrist, Jim Steele, Jim McCalliog 
and Hugh Fisher, who have all given 
good service to the club. 

“This shows what a tremendous 
transitional period this has been, and 
yet our results have not really 
reflected too badly, both on the field 


and the way we have played and at 
the turnstiles. 

“Many new faces have emerged 
from within the club to first team 
prominence. More experience in the 
shape of Alan Ball and Ted 
MacDougall - quality players play¬ 
ing good quality football. 

“International honours for David 
Peach, Steve Williams, Tony Sealy 
and George Shipley. 

“We have many personalities 
throughout the club and it enables 
people to be entertained and gives 
them plenty to talk about after being 
at The Dell - this is something I have 
always wanted.” 

Talking about the Saints side that 
had evolved through the 1976/77 


campaign, McMenemy said: “The 
team which I have been building 
have proved they are amongst the bst 
in the country at going forward and 
scoring goals, which are more often 
than not quality goals. 

“Our main problem is defending. 
There is no doubt that we have 
proved to be too brittle and inconsis¬ 
tent in this department. 

“It is therefore the next stage of my 
development of the first team, to 
make sure that this department is 
stronger for the beginning of next 
term.” 

McMenemy was true to his word, 
for within a month of writing those 
words he had made another of his 
trademark experienced signings - 


bringing in Northern Ireland and 
Aston Villa defender Chris Nicholl. 

McMenemy, in summing up the 
season in his programme notes, also 
made a point of restating his aim of 
making Saints a proper family club. 

Hooliganism was still rife up and 
down the country, though Saints 
were never involved in any high-pro¬ 
file incidents that plagued other 
clubs. 

“The new Social Club, opened in 
December, is as good as anywhere we 
have seen on our travels,” he wrote. 

“The club shop gives a good choice 
and good value, and it’s a long-stand¬ 
ing ambition off myself and Malcolm 
Price (Saints’ Commercial Manager) 
to introduce a ‘family centre’ in the

into the first team. 

“When evened out over reserve 
games and first team games, it evens 
out to each game costing less than 
half a pint of beer.”

Driving Ambition 
My Autobiography 
By Andrew Strauss

In the wake of Kevin Pietersen’s 
disastrous spell as England captain 
(yes, it’s still difficult to comprehend 
his appointment), the nation turned to 
Andrew Strauss. 

A solid, dependable, brave sole and, 
according to those who knew, a nat¬ 
ural leader of men. 

With the England cricket team at 
rock bottom, Strauss was considered 
the right man to extricate them from 
the mire. 

Yet he made the most inauspicious 
start imaginable. 

In his first game at the helm, 

Strauss scored 7 and 9 and England 
were bowled out for 51 in their sec¬ 
ond innings, thereby losing by an 
innings to the West Indies at Sabina 
Park. 

As captaining debuts go, it couldn’t 
get much worse. 


It says much about Andrew Strauss 
that he not only recovered from such 
an awful start, but would, within two 
years, lead England to the pinnacle of 
the world’s Test cricket rankings. 

Strauss appears destined to 
become England captain, despite 
being born in South Africa. 

His joy at being beckoned to the 
national team (a call he heard about 
on the giant screen at Lord’s) is evi¬ 
dent - as are his nerves. 

The panic proved unfounded. In 
2004, against New Zealand, Strauss 
became only the fourth man to score 
a century at Lord's on his Test debut. 

He made 112 in the first innings and 
83 in the second. 

He would go on to register three 
centuries in England's first win in 
South Africa for 40 years and in 2005 
was voted Wisden’s Cricketer of the 
Year. 

Strauss would captain England 50 
times in a 100-Test career, leading 
them through a particularly turbulent 
period to number one in the world. 

Much of his story has already been 
told in two earlier books: The Story 
So Far, published in 2006 and 
Winning the Ashes Down Under, pub¬ 
lished in 2011. 

Here, however, this well-educated 
man (who could have just as easily 
become an accountant after graduat¬ 
ing from university) is afforded more 
space to expand and reveal more of a 
character which comfortably mixes 
modesty with, well, driving ambition, 
in what proves an engrossing read.

THE AFC Station v New Forest 
FC promised goals and excite¬ 
ment, but the only fireworks 
came when the former’s Jonny 
Malcolm lost his cool with 
team boss Tony Hewes. 

Neither side had given an opponent 
a sniff in their opening Drew Smith 
Junior 4 fixtures, with a combined 27 
goals plundered by the teams. 

So the tussle between the pair had 
promised much in a battle of the 
division’s frontrunners. 

As it was, the 1-1 draw left much to 
be desired and allowed fellow league 
chasers, Mitre, to take advantage of 
the stalemate and leapfrog both sides 
into pole position. 

AFC Station, who had been top 
after winning four on the bounce, 
took the lead through Gareth Harris 
before Ben Roberts equalised 15 min¬ 
utes from the end. 

Bizarrely, the day started with two 
players donning the no 15 shirt for 
New Forest, which was promptly 
changed after the Park Scratchings 
reporter expressed his concerns of 
fielding players with identical squad 
numbers. 

New Forest, have been in hot form 
this season, smashing home 18 goals 
in three games, but the first half saw 
their potency all but evaporate. 

A golden chance did fall at the feet 
of Lee Painter, who broke through 
the Station backline and looped the 
ball high over Craig Thorne’s goal, 
but that was about it. 

Strop 

The first half remained bland in 
comparison to the scintillating 
form of the sides in their previous 
games although, in a rare moment 
of excitement, tempers flared as 
Jonny Malcolm lived up to his rep¬ 
utation as a livewire by berating his 
own manager, Tony Hewes, who 
was running the line, for a decision 
that went against Station.

Late pressure was all New 
Forest’s, Markus Swaby- 
McCartney causing danger as he 
pumped long balls deep into Station 
territory and shots peppered the 
Station goal. 

Fair 

Hewes was satisfied to grab a 
point from the game: “I thought it 
was a just result. Neither team 
made that many chances and at the 
end of it a draw is fair,” he said. 

“We were under the cosh at the 


end. I had to pull both of my strik¬ 
ers off and had to reshuffle, so it 
was good to get through it without 
conceding again. 

“I’m happy about the result, we 
wanted to draw so a win would 
have been great but this is kind of 
what I was hoping for really. 

“I want to get promoted, that’s 
our main aim. We’ve got a very 
good squad at the moment, it’s just 
keeping them all fit, if we do that I 
don’t see any reason why we would¬ 
n’t go up.

MICHAEL Carberry’s Ashes 
call-up has put 
him on 

course to 

complete a 
novel Hampshire 
XI. 

At present, ten men 
have played Test cricket ' 

England against Australia 
while at Hampshire. 

Coincidentally, the ‘team’ were 
short of an opening batsman. 

That means Carberry will provide 
the missing link if he makes his 
debut in this winter’s historic 
Ashes bid. 

Here, the Sports Pink looks at the 
ten men who Carberry is aiming to 
follow. 

Kevin Pietersen (2005, 2006/07, 
2009) 

Kevin Pietersen made his test 
debut in the first test of the 2005 
Ashes series. 

Despite England losing convinc¬ 
ingly at Lords, Pietersen took the 
fight to the Australians scoring half 
centuries in both innings. 

His 158 in the final test not only 
sealed the Ashes for England, but 
also his position as leading run 
scorer on either side. 

Although England were humiliat¬ 
ed in the following series, 
Pietersen’s performances, includ¬ 
ing another 158, gave the Barmy 
Army something to cheer as he fin¬ 
ished once again as England’s lead¬ 
ing run scorer. 

Injury cut Pietersen’s final Ashes 
series as a Hampshire player short 
in 2009. In the two tests he played, 
he could only manage one half cen¬ 
tury, a 69 in the first test at Cardiff, 
and averaged under 40. 

John Crawley (2002/03) 

As a Hampshire player, John 
Crawley made three appearances 
in the 2002/03 Ashes series. 

In the first test, his 69* helped the 
tourists reach 325 in response to 
Australia’s 492. 

But a two-ball duck in the second 
innings summed up England’s bat¬ 
ting display as they were bowled 
out for 79, 384 runs short of victory. 

Injury kept him out until the 
fourth test, by which point, the 
Aussies had retained the urn. 

Alan Mullally (2001) 

By the time Alan Mullally was 
drafted into the squad for his only 
Ashes test as a Hampshire player, 
England had lost the series going 
into the fourth test at Headingley. 

While Mark Butcher’s 173 not out 
inspired the Three Lions to victory, 
Mullally only managed two wickets 
in the match and was dropped for 
the final test, ending his interna¬ 
tional career. 

David Gower (1990/91) 


HAMPSHIRE ASHES LINKS: Kevin Pietersen, left, and Alan Mullally, above 


Former England captain David 
Gower was at Hampshire at the end 
of his career, but was still called 
upon to play in the Ashes series of 
1990/91. 

The left handed batsman played 
in all five tests and finished the 
series with two centuries and over 
400 runs but was unable to inspire 
others with his form as England 
lost the series 3-0. 

Despite his runs, his series will 
probably best be remembered for 
being fined £1,000 for flying a bi¬ 
plane over the ground where 


England were playing a warm up 
match. 

Robin Smith (1989,1990/91,1993) 

The South African born batsman 
spent the entirety of his county 
career at Hampshire and repre¬ 
sented his adopted country in three 
different Ashes series. 

Despite some great form in his 
first series where he amassed over 
550 runs and scored two centuries, 
Smith never managed to taste vic¬ 
tory in an Ashes test match as 


England went on a winless run that 
stretched 16 tests. 

Smith was dropped for the final 
test of the 1993 series, a match 
England won by 161 runs. 

Lord Tennyson (1921) 

Lord Tennyson was a Hampshire 
player for all of his first-class 
career but only competed in the 
1921 series. 

Despite not being selected for the 
first test, he was brought into the 
squad for the second and bizarrely 
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made captain from the 
third onwards. 

He managed to pass 
fifty on three occasions 
but failed to reach three 
figures. 

His captaincy 

arguably stabilised the 
team as despite a heavy 
defeat in the third test, 
draws in the final two 
saved England from 
further embarrass- 
ment. 

George Brown (1921) 


Tennyson’s Hampshire 
teammate George Brown 
was drafted into the squad 
from the third test 
onwards in the 1921 
series. 

Scores of 57 and 46 in jK 
the third test were J -JL- 
not enough to pre- v » ^ 
vent defeat. ^ ■> 

However, his further 
reliability with the bat, 
which included an 84 in 
the fifth test, helped 
England draw the 
final two matches. 


Phil Mead (1911/12,1921, 
1928/29) 

Hampshire’s all time leading run 
scorer Phil Mead’s first and last 
Ashes appearances came 17 years 
apart. 

Despite a modest performance in 
his first series, England strolled to 
a 4-1 success with Mead playing in 
four out of five tests. 

He did not feature in the first 
series after the First World War 
where Australia won 5-0 but did 
return to the side for the 1921 
series. 

Although he played in two of the 
matches, he achieved 229 runs, the 
same total Lord Tennyson managed 
in twice as many matches. 

His score of 182 not out in the final 
test was the largest by any player 
on either team. 

Despite being selected for the first 
test of the 1928/29 series and scor¬ 
ing a half century in the second 
innings, Mead’s performance was 
overshadowed by others as 
England recording the largest win¬ 
ning margin in test cricket, 675 
runs. 

He was dropped for the second 
test and never played international 
cricket again. 

C.B. Fry (1909,1912) 

C.B. Fry’s first taste of Ashes 
cricket while plying his trade at 
Hampshire ended in disappoint¬ 
ment with a first innings duck in 
the opening test of the 1909 series. 

However, a second innings 35 not 
out helped guide England to a ten 
wicket victory. 

He was dropped for the second 
test defeat and although he 
returned for the third, he was 
unable to make double figures in 
either innings as England went 2-0 
down. 

He once again was dropped for the 
drawn fourth test, before being 
recalled for the finale where he 
made his only half-century of the 
series to help England to their only 
victory. 

In 1912, he played in all six of 
England’s matches in a triangular 
version of the Ashes which also 
included South Africa. 

His only half century of this series 
came in the ‘timeless match’ 
against Australia at the Oval help¬ 
ing England win the 
test comfortably.

ENGLAND CRICKET-ENGLAND CRICKET-ENGLAND 



As he approaches his 100th Test for 
England in the opening game of the 2013/14 
Ashes next month, there will still be those 
who cannot forgive his brashness and yet 
just as many others who will never forget 
his brilliance, writes DAVID CLOUGH. 

That has been the trade-off England 
accepted from the moment they decided, to 
their significant advantage back in 2005, to 
provide a ‘home’ for the South Africa-born 
batsman's international ambition. 

Whether the England and Wales Cricket 
Board could have foreseen the extremes to 
which Pietersen would go is a moot point. 

The stand-offs with management could 
perhaps have been broadly predicted for a 
complex, curious character who had ‘previ¬ 
ous’ in South Africa and Nottinghamshire. 

When you have a match-winner, though, 
allowances will inevitably be made - and 
almost 8,000 Test runs at above 48 an 
innings, including 23 centuries, is pretty 
good currency for any successful gamble. 

The pay-off could have come in rands 
rather than pounds had Pietersen not 
become frustrated with the quota system 
and therefore quit South Africa, on a point 
of principle made all the more pressing for 
him by vested interest. 


He swapped Natal for the Birmingham 
League initially, fired by an apparently 
unshakeable teenage belief in his own abil¬ 
ity - in defiance of nascent career statistics 
more in keeping with a journeyman off- 
spinner who could also biff a few down the 
order. 

It was in the west midlands that Pietersen 
first met future international team-mate 
Ian Bell. 

In later years, supreme stylist Bell would 
admit his first impressions were merely of 
a “slogger”. 

Despite Pietersen’s subsequent standing 
as the most gifted England batsman of his 
generation, it is not difficult to credit that 
initial reaction of a man alongside whom he 
would make so many Test runs. 
Technically, Pietersen is an oddity. 

His favoured foot movement largely com¬ 
prises a lurch forward, or even walking at 
the seamers. 

To reach scoring opportunities wide of off- 
stump, there is often no conventional move¬ 
ment in the right direction. But Pietersen's 
brilliant eye, 6ft 4in stature and long arms 
not only get him out of trouble but allow 
him to dominate Test bowlers like few oth¬ 
ers can. 

Force of personality has played its part 
too, of course - on and off the pitch. 

Pietersen can turn matches, series even - 


and occasionally simply bat on a different 
plane to anyone around him. 

Yet that same bravado can lead him into 
trouble too, at the crease and away from it. 

At the Oval in 2005, his seat-of-the- 
pants maiden century memorably 
clinched the Ashes against the 


combined world-class 
threat of Glenn 
McGrath, Brett Lee and 
Shane Warne. 

In Mumbai last 
November, Pietersen’s 
batsmanship was beyond 
compare in a masterly 
186 from only 233 balls 
as he energised a dou¬ 
ble-century stand with 
Alastair Cook, on a spin¬ 
ners’ pitch which made 
mere survival the bench¬ 
mark for most. 

Pietersen’s best innings 
are triumphs of will as 
well as skill, and it is the 
former which has 
brought confrontation 
away from bat against , 
ball.

manding hundred, at times treating 
world-beating Dale Steyn and his 
South Africa pace partner Morne

Then, however, came the sting 
in the tail with an astounding 
and spectacularly ill-judged 
man-of- 
t h e - 
match 






press conference. 

It is simplistic, and almost certainly 
wrong, to depict Pietersen as the sole 
culprit in the breakdown of his working 
relationship with Strauss, Flower and 
team-mates. 

But revelations of texts - 'derogatory' or 
'provocative', depending on the source - 
to opposition players, and compatriots 
by birth, escalated the profile of contrac¬ 
tual differences with his employers. 

Comical contrast 

Eight poisonous weeks followed, 
during which Strauss retired, before 
another bizarre press conference in 
Colombo where Pietersen's mono¬ 
syllabic contrition and ECB chair¬ 
man Giles Clarke's bombast pro¬ 
vided a comical set-piece con¬ 
trast. 

Peace has since broken out, 
uneasy perhaps at first, but 
apparently more substantial 
under new captain Cook after 
Pietersen's Mumbai heroics. 

\ He continues to set his 
sights on 10,000 Test runs, by 
definition therefore profess¬ 
ing a long-term commit¬ 
ment to England's cause. 

< It is hard to imagine 
nonetheless that the 
remainder of Pietersen's 
international career will 
be any less brilliant, or 
brash, than its eight tur¬ 
bulent years to date.
